J ty in 1918 
are of tl»c opinion th a t 
1 th e seventeen y ear locusts w ere going 
I back on th eir nam e, it is explained 


th a t th ere is a different species which 
w ill become a p p a re n t ev ery year. 
This county is due to lie visited by 
the insects in num bers largo enough 
j to cause considerable d am a g e in 1935, 
or seventeen y ears a f te r th e ir last a p ­ 
pearance. 
“ A p articu lar brood of cicadas, or 
seventeen y ea r locust, com e every 17 
; years in the n o rth .” Doctor F rost ex­ 
p la in ^!,” but in the southern sta tes 
they a p p e a r every 13 years. 
Due to 
the fact th at there a re several broods 
we have a few seventeen y e a r locusts 


I com ing out alm o st every year. 
“ Seventeen y ear locusts appeared 
in Pennsylvania in 1915, 
1916, 
1917, 
'1918, 1919, 1922 1923, 1927 and are 
due in sm all num bers in 1928. 
“One should not confuse the seven­ 
teen y e a r locust with 
th e common 
‘two y ear locust or ‘dog-day harvest- 
flies’ w’hich come out every year,” 
the entom ologist w arned.
